SETTLER OF STRIKES 


G. R. "SKWITH IS A SPECIALIST 
ON LABOR DISPUTES. 


Official of the Liberal Government tn 
Britain Has the Title of Comptrol- 
ler-General of the ~-~nercial Lab- 
or, and Statistical Departments of 
the Board of Trade—Has Wonderful 
Recerd In Role of Peacemaker. 


The greatest strike in the history of 
the British Empire was settled not 
long ago, whe conditions almost 
equivalent to a civil war made it ne- 
cessary for the Government to act 
promptly and decisively, as no Gov- 
ernment ever did on benalf of a labor 


dispute. It was a national erisis. A 
quarter of a million railway employes | 
Were out. Troops were firiug upon | 
strike rioters. At a rot in Wales 
the day before the settiement two 
men were shot down and others | 
wounded. The Chancellor of the Ex 
chequer came into the breach. The 


Liberal Government was largely eleet- 
ed by labor itterests. The conference 
at the Board of Trade oltices was the 
result. 

by midnight messages had been 
sent to 1,800 labor usions ordering off 
the strike. The men claimed to have 
scored a victory—in tlie recognition 
of the unions 
accorded to Lloyd-George. The Pre- 
mier was in..persenal. attendance at 
the conference; when both he and the 
Finance Minister acted in the capuc- 
ity of Labor Minister. 

But the combined efforts of both 
Premier and Chancellor might have 
been ineffective but for the offices 
of one man. He is George Rankin 
Askwith, K.C., whose official position 
is Comptroller-General of the Commer- 
cial Labor and Stat.stical Departments 
of the Board of Trade. Binglehanded 
Mr. Askwith had brought to a settle- 
ment the first strike of the London 
dock latorers and carters, which look- 
ed as if it was going to ruin London's 
business. The principal part of Mr. 
Askwith’s job, in spite of its high-

sentative of the Government, to settle 
Jabor disputes, and he has displayed 
such genius in his calling that the 
masters and men in nearly every big 
strike in the last two years have sent 
for him to conduct their negotiations. 
His management of the last big 
strike in London is an excellent illus- 
tration of his methods. He got both 
sides to meet after they had told each 
other they wouidn’'t, Under his 
chairmanship they sat continuously 
for nearly 48 hours, till suon atter 
midnight of the second day the ar- 
Tangement was announced that stop 
ped the strike and saved London, 
Practically the same thing happen- 


ed at Hull, where the sailors came 
out a few weeks ago. When that 
strike spread to Cardiff and South 


Wales, Askwith traveled there, and in 
u couple of days restored peace. Last 
winter it is a certainty that the whgle 
cotton industry, which employs so 
many millions throughout the north- 
ern ‘counties, would have come to a 
standstill had not Askwith traveled 
north and stayed there until he saw 
every one oi the eurse. of friction re- 
moved. When rap:ce and bloodshed 
were afoot in the mining district of 
South Wales last winter it was Ask- 
with who sent for the men’s leaders 
to confer with him. 

Askwith is tall and lank and grey 
eyed. At the Bar his career was dis- 
tinguished. During the Parnell Com- 
mission he acted on behalf of The 
Times, and he represented Great Bri- 
tain during the Venezuelan imbroglio.

Regulations

(OAL mining rights of the Dominion in Mani 
/ toba and Saskatchewan and Alherca, the Yu 
ton Territory, the North-West Territories and 
British Columbia may be leased for a term of 
wenty-one years at an annua; rental of $1 an 
acre. Not more than 2560 acres will be leased to 
one applicant. 
Application fora lease must be made tothe Agent 
or Sub-agent of the district in which the rights 
applied for are situated. 

ln surveyed territory the land must be describ- 
ed by sections, or legal sub-divisons of sections 
and in unsurveyed territory the track applied for 
shall be staked out, 

Each application must be accompanied by a fee 
of $5 which will be refunded if the rights applied 
for are not available but not otherwile A royalty 
shall be paid on the merchantable out put of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton,

The person operating the mines shall furnish 
the Agent with sworn returns, monthly, account- 
ing forthe full quantity of merchantable coa- 
mine and pay the royalty hereon. if he oal 
mining rights are not being operated, such rel 
turns should be furnished at least once a year, 

The lease will include the coal mining rights 
only but the lessee may be permitted to purchase 
whatever available surface rights may be con- 
siered necessary for the working of the mine 
at the rate of $1u.00an acre. 

The Minister may reserve for an applicant the 
coal mining rights under 2,560 acres of contigu- 
ous lands for two years. Application for such 
right must be made to the Agent. Fee $100.00. An 
expenditure at the rate of $1.an acre per annum, 
in prospecting by recognized methods, must be 
incurred. 

For full information application should be 
made to the Secretary of the Department of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or toany Agent or Sub-Agent 
of Dominion Lands.

Synopsis of Canadian North 
West Land Regulations 


AkY person who isthe sole head of » 
family, or any male over 18 years old 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta, The applicant must 
appéar in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the district, 
Entry by proxy may be made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by fathes 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister os 
intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Stx months residence upon ana 

ultivation of land in each of three years 
A homestcader may live within nine miles 
of his homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres soly owned and occupied by him or 
by his father mother, son, daughter, bro 
ther or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
3.00 per acre, 

Duties—Must reside upon the homestead 
or premption six months in each of six 
years from date of homestead entry tu 
cluding the time requred to earn home 
homes! patent) and cultivate fifty 
acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted hi» 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price 3.00 per 
acre, Duties—Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate 50 acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00
